Dutta (U.S. 5,898,681 ) teaches a method of balancing loads on TDM 
channels and on respective channel groups whereby channel group load 
balancing information is transmitted over TDM channels in order to determine 
low-load channel groups. Based on an evaluation of the load balancing 
information by mobile terminals of the channel groups, mobile terminals are 
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logged into cliannel groups accordingly. Dutta fails to teach the same limitations 
described in the paragraph above regarding the Montpetit reference.
